“ How ftrives the envious mind, in vaing 
“ To leffen worth it can’t attain!” ; 

SINCE my laft. number, I have been 
employed in Jn/peGing the. manners, con- 
veriation, and dilpofition, of a thing which 
fome call—Caritric. I do not mean one of 
that clafs who, fearful of rivalfhip and’ im- 
agining they already poffefs the fuperierity 
of talents, ufe every endeavor to prgvent 
their neighbors rifing to literary fame, by 
indifcriminately condemning their produc- 
tious without examination, and confequent- 
ly without knowing whether they deferve 
cenfure or encomiums—for thefe, though 
bad enough “ in all confcience,” and the 
moft fatal of foes to all young authors, are 
by no means the woft kind of Critics ;— 
Nor would | be underftood to fpeak of the 
laudible few who, poffefling talents and dif- 
crimination, ufefully employ their pens to 
‘ Prarse where they can, 

And Censure where they muf.”’ 

But one of thofe pretending Critics, with- 
out muck education, but very vain of what 
they do poffefs : with no talents, but would 
be thought to have brilliant ones ; deflitute 
of humor, yet fet themfelves up as profeffed 
wits ; and envious of fuperior genius in a- 
nother, endeavor to leffen it in the eftima- 
tion of the world—but whofe peculiar and 
moft deteftable characteriftic is to eternally 
corre& the language (in private converfa- 
tion) of thofe who are fo unfortunate as to 
have any connection with them. In fhort, 
I mean one of that fort, for whom I know no 
appropriate appellation ; but whom, for my 
own accommodation, I will term Crackers, 
and fome perhaps in perufing this paper will 
“¢ Blufh and own the piéture juft.” 

But do not imagine, Mifs or Mafter Read- 
er, that I have given to this {pecies of animals 
the above name for no other purpofe than 
convenience, for I have weighty reafons— 
the name is very: appropriate, which a few 
plain faéts will clearly prove. I have late- 
ly, with confiderable pains, analyzed one of 
thefe creatures, and found him to confift of 
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the following ingredients, in the feveral pro- 
portions annexed.—About two fixths of a 
Critic, [er }—a few of the worf qualities of 
one ; two fifths of an A€tor, | ac }—for ev- 
ery word is enforced by a gefure; one 
hfth of a Knawe, [4)—* robs me of that 
which not enriches Aim,’’ &c. ; one fourth 
of an Echo, { e |}—for one fourth of his criti- 
cifms are borrowed; and one third of a 
Rat, {r}—for he will inap at your words, 
and endeavor to undermine and deftroy 
your peace, by fecretly gnawing, crumbling 
and injuring your reputation ;—befides fev- 
eral thoufand atoms of envy, fpite, felf-fuf- 
ficiency, &c. too numerous and minute to 
defcribe. Now theie feveral parts united, 
form—Cracker, a noify, boafting, ignorant 
fellow. Then why-not call them Crackers ? 

I have the misfortune to be the intimate 
acquaintance of a Cracker ; and knpw fev- 
eral others, who have made themfelves not 
only impertinent, but abfolutely rediculous, 
by continually crecking and venting their 
{pleen in criticifing on the moft trivial de- 
viations from grammatical correftneis. A 
Cracker, in common converfation, I deteft ; 
his very voice and geftures are difgufting : 
In company he ever feems to claim a fupe- 
riority of underftanding, a forciblene(s of 
argument, and a boundlels imagination ;— 
he lolls majeftically, and talks inceffantly, 
but feldom {peaks without cen{uring. Per- 
haps his impertinence may not be noticed— 
he, vainly imagining his antagonift confound- 
ed, exultsin triumph, while his truly viéo- 
rious adverfary, {corning the frivolous con- 
teft, looks with contempt on the idle fool, 
and pities while he heartily defpiles the mov- 
ing lump of folly and egotifm. His com- 
pany is fhunned, for few wifh to be under 
fo great a reftraint in their manner of expref- 
fion, as would be required to avoid the un- 
pleafant charge of {peaking improperly / He 
is ever afliduous to accommodate his hearers 
with a pux, to {neer contemptuoully at every 
obfervation, or burft into a * horfe-laugh”’ 
at the “extreme and peculiar ablurdity”’ of a 
certain oblervation. 

If a Cracker be informed, that fuch a youth 
is a prodigy of learning and genius, that he 
early out{tripped all his clafsmates at {chool, 
and is now invited to the firft circles, and 
careffed by the moft con{picuous charaéters, 
as a reward for his induftry and perfeverance 
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in his literary pursuits ; the envy and malice 
of Mr. Cracker is inftantly roufed, he affetts 
to fejoice at the youth’s good fortune, but 
at the fame time intimates that people are too 
apt to exprefs wonder and admiration at 
objeéts which do not altogether merit them ; 
that the boy being apparently fo young was 
the only caufe of his talents becoming con- 
{fpicuous ; that though they mrght turpa's 
his fize, he was perhaps * little an old,” and 
they would not be found to much exceed 
his age, &c. But if ever he is introduced 
to him, and is, in defiance of his objeétions, 
convinced of the truth ; with a‘ p4a/”’ 
(his laft argument in any difpute) he changes 
his mode of attack.—-Eagerly he watches ev- 
ery word as it is uttered by the unfufpefting 
objeét of his unaccountable hatred, and with 
avidity feizes upon the flighteft inaccuracy 
and bears it. off in triumph, as though he 
would build his own immortal fame upon 
the ruins of that of another ; or unfeelingly 
correéts him in a public and farcaftic man- 
ner, and pronounces Sim a combination of 
vanity and felf-fuficiency !!! But what 
reward does he gain in return for all his 
trouble ? UNIVERSAL CONTEMPT. 
Here I fhould have ended my “ ftriftures 
on Crackers’ ;—but Wivt has juft inform- 
ed me, that a gentleman in our State Legif- 
lature, has lately obtained leave to bring in 
a Bill Prohibiting the Importation, Sale, and 
Ufe of Crackers, in this State. Ihave

are a perplexing maze. Truth, faysa French moralct 
will derive charms from virtue, and virtue in its tum 
will lead embeNifhments to truth. ‘Tt cxalts man to 
his primeval ftak, and is the Alpha ard Ome, the 
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begining and the end ; for in the begining before man 
was beguiled by the accurfed arts of the adverfary, he 
was faithful, and inthe end when the Supreme Be- 
ing fhail deftroy him that had the power of fin, by 
the breath of his mouth, he thall be perfeét. 

Behold the man of truth! honefty and virtue en- 
tircle his temples with the garland of innocence, 
while fidelity and canftancy fit or his fore-head ; his 
tongue is the faithful interpreter of his heart and his 
words are purity purified from falfehood ; by his 
sonftant obfervance of truth he is refpeéted by all 
about him, his words are relied on and confidence 
placed in him, On the contary, how bafe, how 
mean and defpicable is the diffembler! treachery is 

sconitantly an attendant on his fmiles, while deceit 
flows from his lips. His mind is enflaved by falfe- 
hood and in his heart duplicity prevails. By the de- 
pravity of his own words he is confounded ; He is 
continually contriving fa€tious means to deliver him- 
felf from difcovery, while at each attempt he plunges, 
deaper in the labyrinth, till at length fhame and 
confufion terminate his life.

Let every virtuous man beware of the flatterer, for 
when your back isturned, like a bird of prey, he 
will furprife and devour you. Theliar, fays a cele- 
brated author Jays his {nares, and the flanderer ftabs 
you. A virtuous man never makes a promife but 
with prudence and deliberation, but having made it 
fhould implicitly obferve it ; He is not always obli- 
ged to {peak, but he is obliged to {peak nothing but 
the truth. Should a divine be found to be a deffembler, 
fhould it be difcovered that ba‘enefs and the heart of 
the hypocrite were cover’d by the cloak of religion, 
you would view him with contempt, and would 
mark that man forthe abhorrence of fociety : The 
moftunfullied virtue is fo neceffary for their profef- 
fion, that he who is deftitute of it, is an objeét of de- 
teftation both of God and man.—O how valuable is 
truth! fhe eftablifhed her empire among the Perfians, 
fhe adorned herfelf with an amaranthine crown, and 
ruled them with the fceptre of happinefs, until felf- 
love, bribery and ambition, diftroyed her, and fow- 
ed the feeds of avarice and diftru@ion ; then fraud 
and diffimulation prevaileth in thofe minds that had 
once been the feat of equity and candor. 

Truth ftill refifts the ruthlefs hand of time ; and at 
its end, when * The heavens being on fire, fhall be 
diffolved and the element thall melt with fervent heat,’’ 
fhe will arife and fit on the right hand of the majefty 
on high and there remain forever.

Of Daniet DAnceR, ESQ. late of Pinner, 
in Middlefex. 

A MAN not more remarkable for his 
worldly riches, than from his having lived 
in an apparent ftate of extreme poverty. 
Such was the eccentricity of his charaéter, 
that, though fearcely allowing himfelf the 
neceffaries of life, he left property to the 
amount of 30001. a year to Lady Tempe 
and Captain Holmes, So perfeétly peauri- 
ous was he in his dispofition, that rather 
than expend a penny, he frequently had re- 
courfe to the pot-liquor of Lady Tempeft’s 
kithchen ; of which he would {will fo 
enormoufly as to be obliged to roll himfelf 
on the floor to fleep. He generally had his 
body girt by a hayband, to keep together 
his tattered garments ; and the ftockings he 
ufually wore had been fo frequently darned 
and patched, that hardly any of the original 
could be feen. In cold and dirty weather, 
however, the} were thickly covered with 
ropes of hay, which ferved as fubftitutes 
for boots. His whole garb, indeed, refem- 
bled that of a miferable mendicant, He had 
an old horfe, but never would allow mare 
than two fhoes for his fore-feet, deeming 
thofe for his hind-feet an unneceflary expentfe.

man never had more than one fhirt at a time, 
which, being purchafed at an old cloaths’ 
fhop, feldom exceeded half-c-crown in price ; 
nor did it ever, after falling into his poffei- 
fion, undergo either the wa‘hing or mend- 
ing. but was doomed to perpetual flavery. 
till it literally drop in pieces from his back. 
Hence, it may naturally ve fuppofed, that, 
though Mr. Dancer feldom affociated with 
his neighbors, he was at all times attended 
by a very numercus company, whofe per- 
fonal attachment rendered mankind extreme- 
ly cautious of approaching him. In the 
purchafe of an old thirt, he once fuppefed 
himfelf cheated by a woman of the vaft fum 
of three-pence ; in confequence of which, 
he commenced a fuit againft her in the 
Court of Confcience ; the poor old man was, 
however, nonfuited.; and, befides the ori- 
ginal debt of three-pence, he incurred the 
expence of near five fhillings for cofts. To 
add to his diftrefs, he expended on the road 
from Pinner to London, and back again, 
three-half-pence more.

On inquiry, it appeared, that he 
had prevailed on old Griffiths, his fervant, 
to purchafe the hat of him, at the advanced 
ee of eighteen-pence, and congratulated 
imfelf on his dexterity in clearing fixpence 
by the “tranfa&tion. One day Lady Tem- 
peft fent him a prefent of trout ftewed in 
claret, of which he was extremely fond. 
It was frofty weather, and the whole, from 
being kept all night, was frozen almoft in-

ing to counteraét the will of Providence.”’ 
Perhaps, the dread of expence, operated 
more powerfully upon him then his religious 
tenets, 
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peft accidentlly calle d upon him, and find- 
ing him lying up to the neck in an old fack, 
without even a fhirt, remonftrated againit 
the impropriety of fuch a fituation ; when 
he riplie?, that ‘* having come into the 
world without a fhirt. he was determined 
to go out of itinthefame manner. She then 
requefted him to have a pillow to raife his 
head, when he immediately ordered his old 
fervant, Grifhths, to bring him a trufs of 
hay for that purpofe. Mr. Dancer’s houfe. 
which is now in the poffeilion of Captain 
Tolmes, is a moft milerable building, and 
has not been repaired for half a century ; 
though poor in external appearance, it kas, 
however, been recently difcovered to be ve-
